KILLED IN HANDCUFFS 

After American troops cap- 
tured the totally destroyed an- 
cient walled city (Intramuros), 
where the Japanese made thetr 
last stand, they found the re- 
mains of hundreds of Filipinos. 
Many had been killed while 
handeuffed. 

MacdArthur's headquarters in 
Manila reported later that on 
diary of a Japanese who had 
been in the walled city told of 
one night when he participated 
in killing 1,000 0 “Wueriltas.” 
The diary also told of killing 
of hundreds more, always re- 
ferring to the Filipino victims 
as “guerillas.” 

In one Catholic institution, 
nuns, women and — children 
were found slain cold-blood- 
edly where they had sought 
refuge during the battle for 
Manila.

DELIBERATE DEMOLITION 

Deliberate Japanese — demoli- 
tion accounted for most of the 
terrific damage caused in the 
main business section north of 
the Pasig river, where little 
fighting occurred. Many square 
blocks were  wreeked to make 
Manila the most heavily dam- 
aged war-scarred city in the 
Far East dutside of Japan, — 
Associated Press. 


OFFICER'S
